Flow Near Antioch to 

Cost $50,000 



TO CONSTRUCT TWO DAMS 



BLUMBERG HOME 



To Make Navigable the Creek from Lake 
Marie to Antioch Station -7 Lake 
rty Owners Back of Move 



If present plans carry, an inprovement 
■will bo made in the lake region near 
Antioch within the next year which will 
cost from $40,000 to 850,000 and when it 
ia finished, the vnlue of property in tho 
territory Affected will have' enhanced per- 
haps 8100,000 or more. 

If the plan carries, it will he possible 
to enter a hont near the depot in Antioch 
and proceed directly to the lakes to the 
west, from whence the boat may go down 
Fox river to McHenry and other points, or 
north to Wilmot, Wis, and other places of 
,intereBt. Of courso access to 'there points 
by boat is now possible, only, however, 
after one drives to Lake* Marie, west of the 
village. 

Owners of property on the several lakes 
have taken up this extensive plan and 
intend peeking state or national financial 
aid in executing it. 

The improvement is the biggest and 
most important ever contemplated in Lake 
country's big loke region. Here is wont it 
includes. 

1. Dredging out the creek to a navig- 
ablo state, which runs from the lakes to a 
point near the Antioch depot, thus making 
ncces to Lake Mario via boat direct from 
Antioch village 

2. The erection of a large dnm and flood 
gates between Lake Mario and Grass Lake. 

3. Construction of a dam at the bridge 
at Nippersink which will take the place 
of the Fox river, dam at McHenry, 
which has not produced the' result expected, 
when itrWaB built but which, on the' con- 
trary; has flooded farm land to the anger 
of farmers, • 

Tho filling up with water of the large 
swamp the east of Lake Marie, thus great- 
ly enhancing adjoining property which 
because of the swamp is now nlmost value- 
less. 

Thus,, it is seen the plans are most exten- 
sive and will s it is felt, be a means of rais- 
ing the water mucii in all of the lakes and 
mnko satisfactory, and certain. As it now 
is, it is said tho water in tbo lakes, is four 
feet lower now than it was in November 
last. 

Because of the general value of such 
' changes, it is felt the state or national 
government will aid in the project but if 
they do not,- tho property owners them- 
selves have talked up tho niattor enough to 
nlmost insure its execution at their own 
expeuse. All Lake county will watch 
developments with great interest because 
of the extenBiveness of the project.— W a u- 
kegan Gazette. _

The executive comnvttee was then 
enprowered to begin work nt once in mak- 
ing the Mcllnery dnm a permanent struc- 
ture.

Between the hours of twelve Monday 
pight and dnyjight Tuesday morning yegg- 
men, evidently experts, gained eritrnncej 
into tho postofiice " at Waukegnn, dynn-i 
mited the safe, looted the contents nnd 
made their escape without even awakening 
neighbors who slept within two hundred 
feet of the safe. 

The loss sustained will amount to be- 
tween $3,000 and 85,000. The drawer 
containing the large .tin stamp boxes! 
which. had been.recently filled, was lootedf 
The stamp boxr s are also missing. Ihe 
money order blanks besides other postal 
orders nnd some cash is also missing. 

Entrance into the building was gained 
through the front door of the Bailey Mer- 
cantile company. 

Upon gaining nil entrance into the hall 
leading up stairs into the Mercantile eom 1 - 
pnny, the yeggmen evidently locked them- 
selves in ns a smnll screw was found wedg- 
ed between the door and the door sill. 

After gaining admission into the build- 
ing the floor on^he small landing lending 
up the building, was '"jimmied" and n 
small opening just largo enough for a man 
to squeeze'his way through wns cut. This 
piece of work wnB very cleverly done, as 
local contractors upon pansing on the job. 
stated that they could not have done better 
themselves. 

Tho large safe which is Bitunted on the, 
south side of the building whs "dynamited. 
A small ho|e five-eights of nn 'inch in di- 
ameter was drilled through tho Bafe and u 
chnrge of dynamite evidently inserted. 

The combination lock was blown into 
the safe. Tho explosion was mutiled. thus 
neighbors were not disturbed. 

The second lock on the safe wob treated 
in the same manner. A small hole was 
first board after which a second chnrge of 
dynamite was administered. ThiB smaller 
door of the .two was dynamited in eney 
fashion. The smnll 'combination lock on 
the inner sheet steel door was forced. Gtin 
cotton wads, bits of steel filings and bor- 
ings were picked up on the floor. 

Tho cash drawers and stamp drawer 
tho office were also looted. 

After completing their, task in the post 
oftico they turned their attention toward 
looting the Mercantile company which 'is 
on the second floor of the building. - 

Evidently they divided their postofTuce 
loot in this apartment. A large wallet, 
which had been filled with money that 
evening nnd deposited in the safe in the 
postoffico was found laying on one, of the 
dressers in tho front office. One smnill 
check, endorsed by A. V. Smith, was found 
in the wallet. The check amounted to 
three dollars. 

A small ring case, tied in nn envelope 
which had been rigistered in tho postotfice 
was found Inying.on a table in the rear of 
the building. 

They evidently left the building fro^ 
the rear as the. windows had been torn from 
their fastenings. -| 

At five o'clock William Johnson un- 
locked the frontdoor. He made his winy 
into the building and it was not until Jie 



hole was most certninly drilled with nn 
electric drill. It iB not likely that more 
than twenty minutes were spent in drilling 
the hole in the safe. Chief Tyrrell claims 
that tho explosion could not have been 
heard more than twenty feet from' the 
scene. 

\ Leo Wiard states that after twelve o'clock 
Tuesday morning he observed two men 
following the night policeman as he made 
his midnight rounds. He claims that they 
looked like tough men and that they acted 
su?picionBly. The taller man of the two 
,was dressed in a dark blue suit, wore 
glasses, a derby hat and had a gray mus- 
tache. The younger man was rather short 
and his face was terribly broken out with 
pimples. 

Peter Gletis, of the Chicago Candy 
Kitchen, states that about five o'clock Mon : 
day evening two strangers npproncUed him 
nnd asked him which was the best bank in 
Waukegan. He' told thein that he thought 
the First National Bank was the safest 
bank in the city. The strangers asked 
his reason for thinking so nnd then 
inquired as to the other banks. The de- 
scription given by Gletis of the men an- 
swers that furnished the police by Leo 
Wiard. 

Some Waukegan people are associating 
the recent visit of a former notorious kid- 
I popper ond robber with the postofiice rob- 
bery, one mnn venturing as nn argument 
the remark made by the man in question 
when in a Waukegan saloon. 

He stated that the visitor sought to bor- 
row 810 "from the proprietor of the place 
nnd said in Bubstance: "I'm broke now 
but I'll pay- it back soon for there's some- 
thing coming off here in a few dnys and I 
can pay you 8500 if necessary."

Mrs. Amelia Scheske of Highland Park, is 
Brutally Assaulted in Her Home 

• Aroused to a state.of fury, and threaten- 
ing a lynching, citizens of Highland Park 
who have formed themselves into a posse 
were engaged in a manhunt Tuesday for a 
fugitive, who, after forcing an entrance to 
the home of Mrs. Amelia Scheske, 204 
Deerfield avenue, Highland Park, brutally 
attacked her, inflicting injuries which may 
result in her death. 

All night long the search for the man 
wns kept up. Barns and other places 
where it Jwas thougfit the man bad hidden 
himself were thoroughly ransacked. 

The attack on Mrs. Scheske was one of 
the most brutal that has come to the atten- 
tion of the police for some timp. 

Seized from behind while ironing at 
her home, the woman wns hurled to the 
floor. The mnn choked her into uncon- 
sciousness. . Her screnms were heard by 
and the police called by tele- 
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police Nelson rushed to the 
his automobile, but when he 
forced open the door the fugitive had es- 
caped. An open window showed how he 
escaped. 

Mrs. Scheske was lying on the floor un- 
conscious and bloodVns flowing from her 
nose and mouth. 

A posse was quickly organized nnd went 
in search of the assailant. 

Mrs. Scheske was alone in her home at 
the time the man forced his way into the 
house. She is now under the care of a 
physician.

The Waukegan men who heard the re-

An interesting fact in connection with 
the postofiice robbery is thnt the loss falls 
upon Postmaster Waxrous personally or his 
bondsmen. 

The government law is that the post- 
master is solely responsible for stamps and 
money m his custody and no matter how 
a loss comes he must make good. 

The only way he can- be reimbursed is to 
have congress pass a speciril act providing 
for the amount and this is oftentimes done 
when robberies are committed. 

Likely this course will be followed in the 
local robbery— when the matter is taken to 
the postofiice department, likly the head 
will recommend that Mr. Watrous be 
reimbursed. This will take some time, 
however and until then, Mr. Watrous will 
stand the loss. In ense congress takes no 
such action, then ho loses it all. 

LATER— "The loss in the robbery of the 
postofiice safe will not exceed 82,00(V stat- 
ed Inspector Mahin : Wednesday. "Tho 
bulk o£ the plunder is in postage Btamps." 
Inspector Mahiri is one of the oldest and 
most experienced inspectors of ihe corps 
and makes his residence in Evanston. He 
was detailed hero after having terminated 
a case in LaSalle county. 

•'There wero twenty-four pieces of regis- 
tered mail of unknown value taken, 1 ' ho 
said, "and two paid money orders, which 
will make the postmaster Borne annoyance 
as they are.his vouchers of payment of tho 
orders, 

♦'ThiB is probably the most definite 
statement that will be made of tho losses 
as my report is regarded as confidential. 
Three-fourths of the value of the plunder 
taken is in postage stamps."

When* William Vaughan, a hobo, nwoke

was asleep. 

Vaughan slapped him on the Bhoulder, 
asked him to join him in going in search 
for a lunch, when he found the man cold 
in denth. He notified the, police and in- 
vestigation revealed a printers' working 
card bearing the name of William M.' 
Cody, Grand Itapids, Mich. The tramp 
wos held until he signed a statement be- 
fore Deputy Coroner Conrad when he waR 
released. 

Vaughan told the police thnt Cody was 
in the carTuesday evening when ho enter- 
ed it for a night's lodging. That he was 
dead then is borne out by the statement 
that bis hand was in the same position 
in the morning as when Vaughan entered 
the car. At that time the tramp said he 
believed Cody was asleep and did not wi6U 
to disturb him, hence he laid down and 
went to sleep himself. 

Cody's traveling card was signed by 
William McEvoy, secretary of Chicago 
Typographical union No. 1G, showing that 
Cody had been in Chicago recently nnd had 
visited Grand Hapids, as the. working card 
from the latter place would indicate. 

No money was found on his person, but 
he had an accumulation of working cards 
from the various cities be had visited in 
the past couple of ye*ars. He also bad a 
diary, telling of the nmountB of money he 
ha,d sent his mother^ together with the 
dates, which shows that he had always 
thought of her. A. large .number of ex- 
press receipts were also included in the 
mass of papers showing where he had sent 
her from St. Paul, Seattle and other west- 
ern cities, amounts of $5. 810, 815, etc. 
His diary showed that he had. had bank ac- 
counts at St. Paul and Seattle, but no bank 
book could be found.

Hundreds of brick masons are 
working steadily in an effort to close in all 
the buildings before the setting in of the 
winter weather.

When sheep are found on their 
knees feeding it is high time to ex- 
amine their feed to seo what Is tho 
matter. 

Put something into the home life 
which will make you appreciate it and 
make the other members of the family 
feel that there is "no place* like home." 

Bettor crops, better stock, better 
machinery, bettor land, better times 
for tho wife r.hd family, better every- 
thing, should bo the ambition of every 
farmer. 

Pasturing the meadows after mow- 
ing is a doubtful proceeding, as tho 
vaule of the feed which tho stock got 
is more than apt to bo offset by tho 
lessening of the hay crop next year. 



The yearly keep of a brood sow is 
estimated to cost $10. If sho is a good 
animal she ought to give you two lit- 
ters a year of eight pigs each, which 
easily would net a profit of $20. Pigs 
do pay. 

High time that the flock was sorted 
over, the wethers being penned to- 
gether and fed liberally for market, 
and tho breeding stock put by itBelf 
nnd fed with a view of obtaining a 
strong, healthy progeny next season. 

Nothing will pull stock down in 
flesh so quickly as tho fly plague. Do 
all you can to make tho horses and 
ojher stock as comfortable as possible. 
It may seem like a good deal of trou- 
ble, but it will put dollars in your 
pocket In the end. 

To pen hogs bo that there Is no 
escape from tho hot sun is tho most 
short-sighted of mnnagcraent Not 
only will they not thrive, but disease 
Is apt to breed among them. And yet 
there are farmers who will shiftless- 
ly BUbject their hogs to such treat- 
ment 

There is more than eve/ need to- 
carefully select and pack the fruit 
and vegetables sent to market when 
tho flush of the season Is on, for while 
poor stuff will hardly sell at any price 
that which is fine in nppoarance — 
that is, carefully selected and packed 
—will command a good, price. Keep 
the small Imperfect stuff at home for 
the stock and poultry. 

It is announced from the Kentucky 
experiment station that a positive cure 
has been found for a. disease among 
sheep known as scab, and that this 
fatal malady had assumed such largo 
proportions among tho sheep of Ken- 
tucky that the state veterinary has 
threatened to quarantine tho state 
qgalnst the shipping of any of the ani- 
mals out of its borders. The disease 
attacks the sheep In the nature of a 
large scab which In n short period of 
time covers Its entire body, not only 
\\snderlng the wool utterly worthless, 
but In most cases killing. the Bhoep 
-within a short time. The disease Is 
contagious and has been spreading 
during the past few raonthB, so seri- 
ously it Is said nearly every flock is In- 
fected. 

The best work can be obtained Horn 
horses, and men too, for that matter, 
when they are generously fed. Tho 
old story of the farmer who stingily 
fed buttermilk and whey to his hired 
men nnd found them dragging through 
the work to the refrain, "Wo won't 
got through to-day," Is worth re-tell- 
ing. Ho did his best to drive the 
men to faster work, but without avail, 
and at laBt left tho field in disgust. 
But before he reached tho house ho 
had taken a second sober thought and 
wisely concluded that a more gener- 
ous diet might affect tho spirits of 
his men and onablo them to put more 
vim into their tasks. So he had wife 
fix' up the best kind of ham and egg 
dinner. Nor was he disappointed with 
rosults for when ho went to the field 
In the afternoon, tho work was going 
off with a rush and a clip, while tho 
men sang the refrain : "Hams and eggs, 
look out for your legs." Tho moral 
Is plain: Feed weir If you would have 
mar. or beast work well- 



Keep the cream of tho flock. Sell 
the culls. 

. Tho farmer who robs his stock of 
comfort robs himself. 

Clean out tho old berry canes as 
soon as thoy havo fruited. 

Never mix ashes or lime with the 
hen manure. It, releases the ammo- 
nia. 

In turning a horse out to pasture 
do not cut off tho grain ration too 
abruptly. Reduce gradually. 

The" ounce of prevention Is specially 
potent, in the summer time and is 
worth fully two pounds of cure. 

Clean tho work horses at night, and 
frequently sponge off the legs from 
the knees down. Dry thoroughly. 

Tho growing turkeys havo reached 
a point where they need little at- 
tention now. Keep track of .them, 
however. 

Where there Is much undecompoaed 
veegtablo matter on the surface of. the 
ground It Is a good plan to disk beforo 
plowing. 

Moulting time coming, egg produc- 
tion lessening. Keep flock In thrifty 
condition so as to get them through the 
moulting season and have them strong 
for fall laying. 

Novor vary the rule to clean the 
separator thoroughly. after the milk Is 
run through. A dirty separator will 
turn out tainted milk and cream and 
Jowl to all manner of troubles; 

Horses nro .foundered by letting 
♦Jjom drink when heated nnd then per- 
mitting them to Brand. Let them 
bnvo a few swallows at a. time and 
k*;p them moving * until they hav* 
coled off. 

It Is estimated that. It will pay (ho 
farmer to own a mnnuro spreader if he 
has 50 tons of manure, to spread a 
year. - Spreading 100 tons will, it is 
claimed, save In cost of labor 25 to 
60 por cent, on the cost of tb» 
spreader. 

Props under npple trees supporting 
heavily laden branches tell a story of 
Ignoranco or neglect curlier in the sea- 
son. The fruit should have been 
thinned. A good rulo is that a branch 
should not bo expected to mature 
more fruit than It can- support easily. 

Three essential rules should bo kept 
In mind In breeding dairy cattle. First, 
constitution; seopnd, utility, and 
third, beauty. The last named qual- 
ity has a cash value which must al- 
ways be considered, for the appear- 
ance of an animal is often her best 
Belling quality.

HIS OPINION OF FIELDING. 



With plenty of good pasture, oven 
where cows are stabled or yarded at 
night, it Is a question whether any 
grain is needed, but ir It be deemed 
advlsablo to feed some grain there 
could be nothing better than plain 
ground corn, If it were not for tho fact 
that ground corn is bo concentrated 
that when fed alone Jt falls to bo di- 
gested as completely as It should be. 
It is therefore expedient to mix tho 
corn with some more bulky material 
and for this purpose there Is nothing 
quite so good as bran. Wo therefore 
recommend a mixture of ground corn 
and bran in, equal parts by measure. 
Finely ground corn nnd cob meal 
would probably do equally as well. 

The season for the broody hen Is al- 
most past, and yot readerB of Meadow- 
brook Farm Notes will be interested 
and amused at what we are pleased 
to call tho "red-ribbon" treatment for 
breaking up the desire to set. . Its 
discovery camo about in this way: 
Mrs. Farmer was in despair because 
nearly'all her hens wanted to set, nnd 
that after she had hatched nearly all 
chickens she cared to raise. A city 
cousin happened to bo paying a visit 
to the farm at tho time and more In 
a spirit of fun than of real knowledge 
of how to discourage Mrs. Hen in her 
worthy but untimely aspirations, he 
volunteered to handle tho case and 
set the poultry affairs to rights. Tak- 
ing sundry scraps of red' ribbon, red 
flannel, red anything which the won- 
dering woman could Bupply, this city 
coualn disappeared In the hen house, 
while sho and the other members of 
the family awaited developments..

Tho raw egg misses tho beneficial 
action of mastication;- the stomachic 
action. Is different. The properly 
boiled egg is eaten; the improperly 
cooked one Ib swallowed, not eaten. 
Hard-boiled eggs remain in the stom- 
ach between two and three hours. 
Dyspeptics find them difficult to di- 
gest. Munck and Ewnld, who experi- 
mented by plunging them In artificial 
gastric juice, found them caslor to di- 
gest when cut in thin slices.

Lard will turn a spoon green In 
a few days In hot weather, yet often 
a silver spoon will be left In the lard' 
can. Vinegar brought from tho store 
will bo left for hours in the tin bucket, 
then, poured into a f lass jar. Re- 
member to keep lard in tin or porce- 
lain, acids In glass, sugar in a porous 
crock or glass jar, salt in a wooden 
box or glass receptacle and spices in 
tin that they will not absorb odors 
or flavors from each other if placed in 
paper. Kteep chocolate in a closed dish 
or paper box. Bitter or sweet choco- 
late or cocoa powder will absorb any 
odor near by, even the wood odor 
of< a cupboard.

Too Hot Fire Usually Responsible for 

Non-Success. 

To br»ll chicken so that it Is cooked 
through, yet not burnt, is an art. few 
cooks seem to possess. Tho reason 
is usually that tho firo Is too hot and 
tho chicken too close to it. 
' The perfection of broiling requires 
a clear bed of coals and tho broiler 
far enough away for its contents to 
cook slowly. This latter requirement 
is met by having several bricks, on 
which the broiler can be set to raise 
it above the flame, Instead of allowing 
it to reat directly on the surface of' 
tho range, as Is the usual way. 

Should the fire be too hot, Insert an- 
other layer of bricks for a short time, 
removing them later. 

A medium sized pair of chickens re- 
quires 25 minutes to be broiled In this 
way. At the end put Into a baking 
pan, covered with butter, pepper and 
Bait, until a nice gravy Is drawn. 

In putting the chicken on the broil- 
er, turn tho Inside toward the fire first, 
and later turn over on tho back. 



Springfield.— In commemoration of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the great 
Uebato at Ottawa between Lincoln 
and Stephen A. Douglas in- 1858, 30,000 
people from all parts of the United 
States gathered In Ottawa, heard 
speeches by scores of eloquent orators 
and witnessed the dedication of a 22- 
ton bowlder containing a bronze tablet 
to mark the spot of tho historic 
forensic battle. It was a day of happy 
reunions among tho veterans who had 
heard the memorable debate, but be- 
neath the gala holiday spirit of the 
occasion there was a note of. sadness 
that made tho ceremonies intensely 
impressive. Stephen A. Douglas, the 
son of tho "little giant," brought tears, 
to the eyes of the gathered thousands 
as he told of his recollections of Lin- 
coln and of his father. "I can never 
forget tho infinite sadness of those 
kindly eyes or the beauty that shone 
from the homely features of tho eman- 
cipator," the speaker said, in a voice 
that revealed his emotion. Ottawa was 
lavishly decorated for tho day and ex- 
tensive plans had been made to en- 
tertain tho thousands of visitors. Pic- 
tures of Lincoln and Douglas bearing 
appropriate inscriptions wore dis- 
played in the streets and by the busi- 
ness houses. Thousands of yards of 
the national colors draped buildings, 
trees and telegraph poles. The prin- 
cipal exercises of the day were held at 
Washington park. The celebration 
opened In the morning with a band 
concert followed by an invocatioa by 
Rev. M. A. Quirk. Then came the un- 
veiling of the "marker" on the site of 
the original debate, a bowlder weigh- 
ing 22 tons, on which was placed a 
tablet bearing an Inscription. The 
presentation speech was made by 
Mrs. B. F. Lincoln, state regent of the 
Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion. The monument was accepted in 
behalf of the city by Mayor James F. 
Farrell. At noon in Washington square 
there was an old-fashioned barbecue 
of which 10,000 visitors partook. The 
industrial and automobilo parade was 
held, a pageant two miles in length. 
When tho afternoon crowds gathered 
in Washington square there wore 
fully 30,000 visitors In the city, accord- 
ing to conservative estimates. ,

Raisins with Roasts. 
Spiced raisins go nicely with roast 
meats. Boll together for .ten minutes 
two pounds of brown sugar, one pint 
of vinegar, one teaspoonful each of 
cloves and broken stick cinnamon 
(tied together in a bag). Skim, then 
pour over two pounds of largo, seeded 
raisins, and set aside for 24 hours. 
Turn into a double boiler and cook 
very slowly until the raisins are plump 
and tender. Can in the usual way. In 
currant Beason spiced currants should 
bo put up for this purpose, and tho 
India preserves, of which every cook 
book has a recipe, should be made at 
the time when fruits are on hand to 
secure tho right combinations of juice 
and flavor with the spices. 



Spiced Currants. 
This is a delicious accompaniment 
to roast beef in winter and should be 
made now. To every seven pounds 
currants allow three and a half pounds 
sugar, a pint of vinegar, and a ciip 
currant juice. Cook about half an 
hour or longer until the mlxturo thlck- 
enB, add three tablespoonfuls clnna- 
anon and a tables pcfcftiful and a half 
powdered cloves, cook a few moments 
longer, then pour Into a stone pot or 
glass cans, as preferred. 



A Sweeping Hint. 
On sweeping days I havo found it 
an excellent plan when dusting to first 
romovo tho greator part with a dry 
dust cloth, then to go over tho furril 
ture a second time with a cloth which 
has been moistened with a little crude 
oil. Tho oil not only Bpares tho throat 
and lungs of tho housewife, but also 
glveB a fine polish to the furniture.— 
Harper's Bazar. j 



Jimjam. 
Extract juice from four boxes of 
currants as for Jolly. Put ovor fire with 
five pounds of sugar. Lot it corae to a 
boil, skim, then add rind and pulp of 
one orange cut up finely, one pnekage 
seeded raisins and two boxes red rasp- 
berries. Cook until thick, about 20 
minutes, pack in Jelly glasses. Pour 
molted paraffin over top before put- 
ting on cover. Delicious.; 



Drought Broken; Corn Saved. 

The prolonged drought in central 
and northern Illinois has been broken, 
according to the weather report issued 
by Section Director William Gr. Burns. 
Many stations have reported rainfall 
In excess of one Inch, practically Insur- 
ing the safety of the corn crop. HJgh 
and damaging winds prevailed In some 
localities. The temperature was be- 
low normal and the extreme tempera- 
ture reported is 100 degree*. The re- 
port says: The temperature was below 
the normal high temperatures ob- 
tained, also the highest of the sea- 
son being registered at some stations. 
•The mean temperature was about four 
degrees above normal; the extremes 
being 50 to 100 degrees. The pro- 
longed drought In parts of the central 
and the northern districts, was broken, 
In great measure, by satisfying show- 
ers that occurred on several days. 
Many Btations In the distil eta named 
bad rainfall in excess of an inch. 
Only light rainfall occurred In the 
central district High, damaging 
winds were reported In Champaign 
and Shelby counties. There was con- 
siderable cloudiness in the northern 
district; In the other districts there 
was more than average sunshine. The 
average for the Btate was about 70 
per cent.

First Assistant Corporation Counsel 
Ernil C. Wetten of Chicago announced 
that alarmed by the Increasing number 
of automobile accidents, tho next leg- 
islature will be asked to enact a law 
compelling classification of the vari- 
ous kinds of machines, the licensing 
of all drivers, and possibly barring 
from the city streets those cars whose 
high power makes possible a speed 
far excess of the city's regulations. 
"A casual examination of the reports 
of motor car accidents seems to show 
that many of them occur when ma- 
chines are driven by young persons or 
by women," he explained. "At pres- 
ent thero Is no way of preventing this 
and no way of making sure that any 
ono has the capability and experi- 
ence necessary to handle a large ma- 
chine. This is the first thing to pro- 
vide for and the city is about ready 
to do it. A law will be asked which 
will allow John Smith to drive his ma- 
chine if he knows enough about It, 
but which will prevent his 13 children 
from taking turnB at imperiling the 
lives of pedestrians. Every season 
makes such a law more necessary be- 
cause every season brings Into the 
.market cars with more complicated 
machanl8m."

FILED FOR GOVERNMENT 



Document Asserts the Federal Court 
of Appeals Was Unjust to 
Judge Landis and Mis- 
stated the Facts. 



Chicago. — The government filed Fri- 
day Its petition for a rehearing of the 
Standard Oil caso. The court of ap- 
peals Is asked to reconsider the re- 
versal by Judge Grosscup, Baker and 
Seaman of tho $29,240,000 fine Imposed 
on tho Indiana corporation by Judge 
Landis, and to ask the advice of the 
supremo court of the United States on 
certain vital questions at issue. 

This, it is urged, should bo done by 
the court of appeals before that tri- 
bunal, in passing final judgment on 
the case, places an interpretation on 
tho interstate commerce act that prac- 
tically would nullify the law, making 
of it "a more will-o'-the-wlsp of legis- 
lation, a phantom statute, destitute of 
strength and substance." 

The attorneys for the government 
nrally valiantly to tho defense of Judge 
Landis from the harsh, and as they 
assert, unjust, criticism which Judge 
Grosscup and his fellow jurists took 
•occasion to. voice in their opinion. 
They declaro that tho criticism of 
Judge Landis by the appellate judges 
and tho reasons for reversing the rul- 
ing are based upon misstatements of 
the records and misinterpretations of 
his rendering of tho law. 

"Tho opinion as it stands," the gov- 
ernment's petition concludes, "er- 
roneously states material portions of 
the record; does Injustice to the trial 
judge; leaves doubtful In a new trial 
the rule of law to be applied, both 
as to knowledge on the part of the 
shipper and as to tho number of of- 
fenses; appears to be In conflict with

Three similar bills were filed by tho 
First Trust and Savings bank, one In 
tho northern district of Illinois at Chi- 
cago, one in the eastern district at 
Danville and one in the district of In- 
diana at Indianapolis. James Rosen- 
thal appeared on behalf of tho railroad 
companies." 

The notes under .which this re- 
ceivership was procured are owned 
by tho First Trust and Savings bank 
for tho account of the associated 
banks and were acquired at the time 
these banks took over the assets of 
tho Walsh bank3. 



CALLS OFF INDIANA STRIKE. 




President Lewis Telia All Miners to 
Return to Work. 

Indianapolis, Ind.— Having been de- 
fied by the Indiana stato executive 
board of tho organization, President 
T. L. Lewis of tho United Mine Work- 
ers Friday afternoon Issued from head- 
quarters a letter advising all miners 
now on strike In Indiana to return to 
work immediately. 

It now rests with the miners to 
obey the terms of President Lewis' 
letter or suffer the revocation of their 
charters. The words of the president 
"are not harsh, but they carry an Im- 
port of determination and authority. 
In his letter President Lewis inti- 
mates that the caso at the Hudson 
mine, which Btarted the strike, is not 
meritorious. 



Coal Prices May Advance. 

St Louis. — Announcement was made 
Thursday that a corporation is being 
formed to bo known as the Common- 
wealth Fuol company, embracing 153 
Illinois coal mines within a radius of 
69 miles of St. Louis, supplying prac- 
tically all the coal consumed in St. 
Louis and In East St. Louis. 

It Is stated the new combination 
proposes not only to control the out- 
put of the mines, but also to control 
the prices. According to dealers, if 
the negotiations are consummated ah 
Increase of ten to fifteen per cent In" 
the price of coal may be expected,' 
meaning an Increase of from, $600,000 
to $1,000,000 In the coal bill of St. 
Louis and East St. Louis. 



Great Fire In Stamboul. 
Constantinople. — Fire broke out 
Sunday afternoon in the Stamboul 
quarter and within a very brief period 
a terrible conflagration was raging. A 
strong wind carried the flames at 
great speed and for six hours they 
swept over f the section, destroying 
1,500 houses and shops. 



Negro 8hot from Ambush. 
Birmingham, Ala. — Anthony Davis, 
a negro non-union minor, whose house 
at Pratt City was destroyed by dyna- 
mite Wednesday night, was fired upon 
from ambush at Pratt City Friday 
night and fatally injured. 



Peru's New President Proclaimed. 

Lima, Peru. — Augusto B. Leguld 
was proclaimed president of the re- 
public of Peru Friday by the Peruvian 
congress. All the member's of con- 
gress except two voted In tho affirma- 
tive. ' 






MJ0R1SK SULTAN BEATEN 

HIS ARMY DESERTS TO- ENEMY 
AFTER BRIEF BATTLE. 



Tribesmen Prove Treacherous— Mulai: 

HafkTa Ruie^ Accepted In All 

the Large Cities. 



Tangle?.— -The defeat of the sultan-,. 
Abd-el-Aiiz, by the forces of his 
brother, Mulal Hafld, has been con> 
firmed. • The sultan of rocord was 
surprlsfd on the night of August 19 
and most of his troops deserted to the 
side of. tho usurping sultan after the 
firing of a few shots. 

Reports indicate that the defeat of 
Abd-ei-Aziz was duo largely to the be- 
trayal of his own tribesmen. Mulal 
Hafld has been proclaimed sultan of 
Morocco at Tangier and announce- 
ment of the proclamation has been 
telegraphed to all parts of the coun- 
try. All tho officials who previously 
have been under tho rule of Abd-el- 
Azlz In this city declare that they 
have accepted Mulai Hafld as their 
leader, thereby making him supremo 
in all the large cities of Morocco. 

Details of tho battle show that Abd- 
el-Azlz had an army tho superior of 
the enemy In numbers, but that his 
artillery either failed to work or was 
deliberately tampered with. Some of 
tho guns exploded, throwing the 
tribesmen Into a panic. The vast ma- 
jority of these seized the opportunity' 
to flee during the . engagement .and 
general pillage broke out, many of the 
tribes seeking to carry off as much 
booty as possible. 

Abd-el-Aziz and his escort retreated 
in an orderly manner to Settat, his 
army being pursued by the victorious 
troops of Mulai Hnfid. Abd-el-Aziz 
was accompanied in his flight by the 
grand vizier, Iho minister of foreign 
affairs, the French military mission 
and two British officers. 



ARRESTED FOR BIQ THEFT. 



Chicago 8ub-Trea8Ury Teller Accused 

of Stealing $173,000. 

Chicago.— George W. Fitzgerald, the 
assorting toller In tho sub-treasury 
from whoso desk $173,000 disappeared 
about 18 months ago, was arrested 
early Sunday morning, charged with 
the theft of the money. He took his 
arrest calmly. 

At the time the money disappeared 
Fitzgerald was put under surveillance, 
but no evidence against him could be 
secured. Detectives kept at work on 
the case, however, and lately it was 
learnod tho man had lost a largo sum 
of money speculating in eggs. Then 
he purchased a costly residence in a 
suburb A few days ago it was re- 
ported to the officials that Fitzgerald 
had offered to sell a $1,000 bill for 
$500, and his arrest followed. 



Fatal Wreck In Georgia. 
Atlanta, Ga.— Train No. -38 on tho 
Southern railway, known as the South- 
western Limited, which left Atlanta 
shortly after noon Sunday, was 
wrecked four ratios north of Suwanoe, 
Ga. The colored fireman, Mason Wat- 
kins, was killed Instantly, and the en- 
gineer, B. F. Dowberry, was badly 
scalded, both' being pinned under- 
neath the engine. Three small boys 
were seen running away from the 
scene just prior to the wreck. An in- 
vestigation developed the fact that a 
bolt had been placed upon the track. 



Fire Sweeps a Village. 
Belllngham, Wash. — A forest Are 
Thursday night nearly wiped out the 
little town of Bow, ten miles south of 
here. The saw and shingle mill and 
drying kilnB owned by Daniel Cain, 
with half a million shingles were de- 
stroyed, as well as five cottages be- 
longing to the mill company.' 



Bolt In Tunnenl Kills Three, 
pottsvillo, Pa. — In an explosion 
caused by a lightning bolt which set

FLEET ARRIVE8 AT SYDNEY. 



Half a Million Australians Greet the 
American Battleships. 

Sydney, N. S. W.— Early Thursday 
morning a thin veil of smoke on the 
horizon signaled to the watchers en 
the coast tho approach of the Ameri- 
can warships, and at 5:36 official noti- 
fication was sent out that the fleei had 
been sighted. 

Fully half a million people assem- 
bled on the shores of the beautiful 
harbor to welcome the battleships, 
which as thoy passed through the 
Sydney heads in double column were 
attended by convoy steamers and 
greeted with a roar of salutes from 
the forts. The American ships 
boomed forth a salute. to the port, and 
as soon as they were safely mooret at 
their' anchorage, official visits were 
exchanged.

VON GOET2EN MAY COME 



Present Prussian Minister at Ham- 
burg Likely to Succeed the? 
Dead Diplomat In the 
Washington Post. 



Heidelberg, Germnny. — Baron Speck 
von Stornburg, the German ambassa- 
dor to -tho United States, died in tho 
Hotel Victoria In this city. Tho 
baroness, who was Miss Lillian; May 
Langham of Louisville, Ky„. was with 
her husband at the end. Tho causo 
of death was given as inflammation of 
tho lungs, though, tho baron was under 
treatment for lupus. 

The foreign' office at Borlln, upon re- 
ceiving announcement of the death, 
sent .a cablegram to Count Hermann' 
von Hatzfeldt-Wildonburg, the German, 
chargo d'affaires at "Washington, In- 
structing him to inform President 
Roosovelt that tho question of a suc- 
cessor .to the baron probably would not 
be settled until Prlnco von Buelow, 
the Imperial chancellor, saw tho em- 
peror; -which might not bo until tho 
second week In September. Various 
diplomatic changes in prospect are 
to be- gazetted in October, and among 
them probably win be a successor to- 
the- baron, at Washington. 

Some of tho diplomats under consid- 
eration for 'this post are Count von 
Goo teen, the Prussian minister, at 
Hamburg; Herr von Reich enau, the 
German minister to Brazil, and Dr; 
Baron Mumm von Schwarzonstcln^ tho* 
ambassador to Japan. 

An American diplomatist, fa. con- 
versation with Emperor William in 
January of this year, said something, 
complimentary of Count von Guetzcn. 
"I am glad to hear you say this," re- 
plied tho emperor, "because Conut von, 
Goetzen will be the no£t ambassador 
to Washington/* 

Count von Goetzen Is a brilliant and; 
amiable man, 42 years old. He haa 
seen a variety of. service. Including 
tho post of military attache at Wash- 
ington from 189G\ to 1900. He was, 
governor of German Kast Africa for 
five years. In Februury of this year 
he was appointed minister at Ham- 
burg. 



MAN ROBS ELEVEN COACHES. 



Bold Hoid-Up of Tourlets In tho Yel- 
lowstone Park.' 

St. Paul, Minn. — One of tr.o most 
daring hold-ups ever perpetrated took 
place In Yellowstone park Monday 
when, according to word received at 
tho Northern Pacific general offices, 
a lone highwayman stopped 11 
coaches loaded with tourists and com- 
pelled them to turn over their valua- 
bles to him. 

The hold-up took plnco hotwoen Old 
Faithful Inn and Yellowstone inn, and 
tho robber, after securing his booty, 
took four of the coach horses and with 
them Btarted In tho dlrctlon of the 
Jackson Hole country. 

There are four troops of the United 
States cavalry In the park and a por- 
tion of the troops have been ordered 
to scour tho country for tho bandit, 
who it Is expected will soon be cap- 
tured. 



JOHN W. KERN NOTIFIED. 

Formally Told He Is Democratic Nom- 
inee for Vice-President. 

Indianapolis, Ind. — John W. Kern 
was notified, shortly after noou Tues- 
day, that ho was tho Democratic nom- 
inee for vice-president. Tho ceremony 
took place In the ColoBseum at the 
state, fair grounds. 

Theodore E. Bell of California, 
chairman of tho notification commit- 
tee, told Mr. Kern tho news and the 
candidate responded fittingly. Thomas 
E. Marshall, Democratic candidate for 
govornor of Indiana, also mado a 
speech, and William J. Bryan then de- 
livered an address In which he dis- 
cussed tho question of trusts. Fifteen 
thousand people heard the Bpeochos. 



Safety Appliance Law Upheld. 
St Louis. — Two sweeping opinions, 
noteworthy In that the decisions of 
the lower courts wero reversed In full 
in each instance, were handed down 
by the United States court of appeals 
hero Monday, sustaining tho position 
of tho government against the rail- 
roads In tho raattor of tho safety ap- 
pliance law of congress. By these de- 
cisions the court of appeals abrogates 
the common law rules of "reasonable 
care" that have heretofore governed 
and behind which the railroads 
sought shelter.

close up to the work. Repeat this 
Into every loop, taking care that all 
the knots are turned the same way.
